H tory o f a L ife P a ssed H o stly I n d er 
G rou nd . 
From the Virginia City (Nev.) Enterprise. 
OKI “ Tunneling Pele” was what he vies 
always called, and ii he had any other 
name it wan never heard on the Pacific 
coast. It is said that he was from the 
lead mines of Galena, Iii-, where they lo 
this day tell how be burrowed his way 
throngn the lime stone lrom cave to cafe 
lo search (<* •‘Olinda!,” making the cave 
last found his abiding place. Even in 
those days Le was nearly always under 
ground.

To Tell the Afire of Fowls. 
lf a hen's spur is hard and the scales of 
the legs are rough, she is old, whether you 
sec her head or not; but ber head will cor­ 
roborate your observation. It the under 
bill is 90 still that you can Dot bend it down 
and the comb thick and rough, leave her, 
no matter biiw fat and plump, for some 
one lcf'9 particular. A young hen bas only 
the rudiments of spurs ; the scales on the 
legs are smooth, glossy and fresh colored, 
whatever the color may be, the claws are 
tender and short, the nails sharp, the un­ 
der bill solt, and the comb Is thin and 
smooth. 
| 
An old turkey has rough scales on the 
legs, callosities on the soles of the fett, and 
long strong claws; a young one the reverse 
of all these marks. When the feathers are 
on, the old turkey cock has a long tuft or 
I card ; a young one but a sprouting coe, 
and when they are cfi', the smooth scales on 
the legs dcciJe tne point, Leslies the differ 
cnee in size of the wattles of the neck and 
in the elastic shoot upon the neck. 
An old goose when alive Is known by 
the rough legs, the strength of the wings, 
particularly at tho pinions, the thickness 
aud strength of the bill, and fineness of the 
feathers, and, when plucked by the legs, 
tenderness ct the skin under the wings, by 
the pinions and the bill, and the coarseness 
of the skin. 
Ducks are distinguished by the same 
means, but there is the difference that a 
duckiin’s bill is much longer in proportion 
to the breadth of the head than the old 
duck’s.—Cohwin's I lur al ’World.

The virgins’ bones are a greater curiosity 
in Cologne than the cathedral, and yet we 
rarely hear of them in America.

thousands ot legends of the Ktuoe, la (hat 
of the pious St. Ursula, aud the 11,000 vir­ 
gins who 1400 years p'lo, went up the river 
on a pilgrimage to Rome, and, returning, 
were all murdered by tho Huns 
Their 
bones were gathered together, and in some 
way, 
unexplained, 
were 
brought to 
Cologne, and buried In a common tomb, 
over 
which, 
tor 
many 
f t ars, 
was erected the present church ot 
bt. 
Ursula, which Is850 years old. Subsequent­ 
ly tnt: b”ucs were exhumed from beneath 
the church, brought up i ito it. and placed 
around it, forming one of the most extra­ 
ordinary displays that the eyes of man eyer 
witnessed. The church Is not very large, 
and its heavy walls, low ceilings, and an­ 
cient stylus of construction show it# antiq­ 
uity. All around this church are encased 
the skulls and bones, huge receptacles 
being lilted with them, with apertures io 
the sides through which the bones can be 
seen, and the skulls being put on rows of 
little shelves divided off like pigeon holes. 
All the skulls have the part below the fore­ 
head covered with needlework and em­ 
broidery, and some of them are inlaid 
with 
pearls 
and 
precious 
stones. 
The 
collection 
is 
certainly

remarkable one, there beirg, besides the 
C >1 lection a1 bones, I SOO ol these skulls ar­ 
ranged in cases around the church; while 
in an apartment known as the treasury, 
which is about thirty lect square, there are 
782 more skull© upon the w'milf, and the 
centre uppir portion is covered with bones 
which arc arranged everywhere, excepting 
where the* windows let in light. Here. un­ 
der special glans cases, arc inc skulls ut St. 
I rsu a hcrsoll, aud her '.lover, and several 
ol the principal virgins, together with the 
bones of her right and tell arm and one 
foot. There are also other relics, Including 
coe of the alabaster vases wherein the 
bayou turned the water into wine.

yaie would hold about four gallons, bul 
part of the month and one handle are 
gone, and It is so cracked and dilapidated 
Unit It probably will hold very little now.
